Even then, expert high- 
way engineers will often refuse to make 
comparisons of relative performance be- 
sause of myriad other factors involved such 
as specifications, practices, availability of 
materials and price. Roads are not a sub- 
ject that can be dealt with by cursory ob- 
servations. 


No Telephone Co-ops for Us, Please 


equipment shortages and lack of trained 
personnel would hit a co-op in at least the 
same proportion they pile on a privately- 
owned company, 

Another thing we are not sure of is the 
question of a telephone co-op coming under 
the jurisdiction of the Public Service Com- 
mission. Municipally owned power set ups 
do not. Customers of city-onerated power 
establishments do not have the most valu- 
able protection of the PSC. Where do they 
take their complaints, To whom do they 
address their letters protesting high rates? 
There is no one to look after them. 

We have no desire to try to whitewash 
the United Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
and its operation. But we'd much rather 
deal with a privately-owned company than 
one run by any echelon of the government.

Unquestionably it is the most ex- 
pensive and unsound scheme yet devised 
by the Bureau of Reclamation which can 
really come up with some nightmares.
